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DETAILED ACTION 

This action is in response to papers filed on August 31 , 2007. 
No claims liave been amended. 
Claims 7-10 are pending. 
Claims 7-10 are rejected. 

Response to Arguments 

1 . Applicant's arguments filed August 31 , 2007 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

2. The applicant argues that Wilson does not teach the supply information in the 
same "5W1H format" as claimed. The examiner notes the applicant has claims 
supply/demand information being expressed as a "combination" of 5W1 H-format. The 
applicant has not claimed a specific format or pattern for which the information must be. 
The claim language of a combination of... does not require all factors be present in the 
combination. Wilson teaches supply information as Pg. 4 H 35 as what the customer 
ordered, the availability at warehouses and the desired delivery date. This is a 
combination of what when and where as well as how. 

3. Applicant argues that Wilson fails to teach a plurality of set of information(multiple 
supply/demand ie orders) as a generation sequence. That Wilson merely processes 
one order. Wilson teaches identifying a plurality of inquiries and orders with multiple 
lines. (Pg. 4 H 30). The process or flow can simply be interpreted as an 
order(relationship) in which the orders are filled. Wilson teaches filling the demand 
according to the order of which they were received unless otherwise indicated by rush 
orders(Pg911 65). 
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4. The applicant lastly argues that Wilson fails to teach a "generation" sequence of 
a plurality of set of demand and supply information. The examiner points to Pg 7 ^ 54 in 
which Wilson teaches the order fulfillment process when orders are submitted by a first 
customer and a second customer, therefore the fulfillment process(sequence) is based 
on the orders(supply/demand) of a plurality of orders(first customer/second customer.
